I  beg^  to  submit  my  .annual  Report  on  tho  Hygionq  Conditions  and 
Vital  Statistics  of  the  District  for  the  year  1956.

It  includes  the  report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  is 
compiled  to  conform  with  articles  6(3)  and  17(5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
(Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  and  it  incorporates  the  requirements 
of  the  ministry  of  Health  Circular  19/56,  dated  11th  December,  1956. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  circular,  the  distribution  of  this 
report  is  a  vide  one,  and  includes:- 


Thc  County  medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculturo,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Tho  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service. 

The  environmental  conditions  under  which  the  District  population 
livos  are  reported  on  under  the  appropriate  headings  of  Housing,  Water 
Supplies,  Sewerage  etc.,  and  particulars  arc  also  given  as  to  steps 
taken  to  ensure  clean  and  wholesome  food  supplies.  Environmental 
conditions  must  now  be  considered  to  include  air  pollution  by  smoko, 
fume3  and  fog  (SLOG)  but  in  this  respect  this  District  may  be 
considered  fortunate.  The  need  for  control  has  been  appreciated  by  the 
Government  in  the  Clean  Air  ivet,  1956. 

As  regards  the  more  medical  aspects  of  the  report,  it  is  very 
satisfactory  that  the  birth  rate  is  considerably  abovG  that  for  England 
&  Wales  while  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  not  much  more  than  half. 
The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  often  said  to  be  an  indication  of  tho 
social  development  in  an  area  or  Country;  and  this  District's  figures 
of  about  14  compares  very  favourably  with,  for  example  Calcutta,  whore 
the  infantile  mortality  rate  i3  over  100.  Now  eases  of  tuberculosis 
shewed  a  slight  increase  on  the  provious  3  years  and  there  was 
unfortunately  1  death.  However,  the  total  number  in  the  District 
shev/s  a  reduction.  The  small  cancer  death  rate  compared  with  England 
&  Wales  is  of  interest  and  even  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  are  only 
half,  although  I  do  not  think  there  is  much  less  smoking  in  Nowent  than 
in  the  Country  as  r  whole. 

This  report  deals  mainly  with  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  and  shews  the  very  considerable  and  varied  work  they  havo 
dono. 


Finally  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  the  support  they  give  to  tho  work  of  the  Department.

The  town  of  Newent  is  the  centre  for  local  shopping  and  is 
also  the  centre  for  secondary  school  education  in  the  district.

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GENERAL  iBOVIoION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens,  and  analyses  of 
milk  and  ice  cream  samples  etc.,  is  carried  out  at  the  laboratory  of 
the  Gloucestershire  Royal  Hospital,  under  the  Medical  Research  Council 
Scheme.  (There  is  no  charge  for  this  work). 

Water  and  sewage  analyses,  taken  by  this  Department,  are 
carried  out  by  the  Council's  analysts,  Messrs.  Ellis  &  Turner,  Public 
Analysts,  Gloucester. 


Hospitals. 

The  Council  have  no  responsibility  for  arranging  hospital 
treatment,  except  with  regard  to  old  people  in  need  of  care  and 
attention  who  are  dealt  with  under  the  National  Assistance  Acts. 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  Gloucester  City 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Over,  which  is  administered  by  the  Gloucester, 
Stroud  and  Forest  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

1  County  Council  ambulance  and  )  full-time  driver-attendant3 
are  stationed  in  Newent.  Infectious  disease  cases  are  transported  by 
the  Isolation  Hospital  ambulance. 

Nursing  in  the  Horae. 

There  are  3  District  Nursing  Associations  in  the  area  which 
are  supervised  by  the  County. 

The  whole  District  is  covered  by  the  nurses,  who,  in  addition 
to  midwifery  and  home-nursing,  act  as  Health  Visitors  for  the  County 
and  carry  out  school  medical  work,  Health  and  Tuberculosis  visiting  etc. 

Home  Help  Service. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Area  Health  Sub-Committoo 
of  the  County  Council. 

The  following  types  of  cases  are  assisted,  and  the  figures 
for  the  31st  December,  195&>  were:-

This  total  of  31  Is  4  more  than  in  December  1955* 

The  scheme  is  very  popular  and  means  that  many  cases  cared  for  are  able 
to  remain  in  their  own  homes  instead  of  being  sent  to  hospitals  or 
institutions.  This  results  in  r.  considerable  saving  of  the  ratepayers 
money. 


There  were  on  318t  Decomber,  195^»  1  full-time  and  }0  part-time 
home-helps  in  the  District,  which  is  an  inoreasc  of  3  in  the  year. 
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CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 


These  Centres  are  under  the  general  administration  of  the 
Area  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council,  but  as  this  Committee 
is  composed  of  members  of  this  Council  together  with  Lemberg  of 
Tewkesbury  Borough  and  Gloucester  Rural  District  Council,  it  is  felt 
that  the  following  particulars  of  the  work  done  by  tho  Centres  serving 
the  District  are  of  interest 

The  Centre  at  Ashleworth  is  in  Gloucester  Rural  District,  but 
serves  this  Council's  Parishes  of  Corse,  Hartpury  and  Staunton  (about 
50 of  the  children  attending). 

Tho  valuable  work  done  at  these  Centres  is  shown  in  Table  4 
which  is  compiled  from  attendance  figures  submitted  to  the  Divisional 
Health  Office.  Very  many  thanks  arc  due  to  the  Voluntary  Committees 
and  helpers,  who  can  certainly  derive  great  satisfaction  from  the 
results  of  their  labours.

These  ar6  administered  by  the  County  Council,  and  are  held  at 
The  Clinic,  Picklenash  School,  Newent. 

MORTUARY. 

In  1940,  as  part  of  Civil  Defence,  the  Chapel  portion  of  the 
Cemetery  building  was  converted  into  a  Mortuary.  Main  water  and 
sewerage  are  provided.  It  wras  used  once  in  195&» 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  (SECTION  47) 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (xuENDMENT)  ACT,  1951. 

These  Acts  authorise  the  Council  and  their  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  arrange  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  aged  and  sick  persons 
living  in  insanitary  conditions,  to  a  hospital  or  residential 
institution. 

One  old  man  was  compulsorily  removed  during  the  year,  and  he 
settled  down  very  happily  in  a  residential  hostel.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  got  old  people,  unable  to  care  for  themselves,  to  agreo  to 
voluntary  removal,  and  only  5  cases  have  been  compulsorily  removed 
since  the  Acts  came  into  force. 
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sanitary  circumstances  op  the  district. 

Water  Supplies. 


Main  Supplies. 

The  14  parishes  in  the  District  all  have  main  water  supplies 
which  compares  with  only  7  in  1937 •  Main  supplies  are  provided  by 
Gloucester  Corporation  and  to  a  lesser  extent  by  Malvern  Urban  District 
Council,  and  their  areas  of  supply  will  be  seen  in  Table  5* 

The  purification  and  adequacy  of  these  supplies  is  the  responsibility 
of  th6  watGr  undertakings,  and  although  hard,  they  are  perfectly 
satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes. 

About  63  miles  of  new  main  have  boon  laid  since  the  war  and  the 
population  served  has  gone  up  from  29$  to  nearly  ~] 0$.  This  may  bo 
considered  very  satisfactory. 


In  addition  many  more  farms  have  mains  water  supplies,  which  i3 
most  essential  for  clean  milk  production,  stock-raising,  etc.

No  official  complaints  of  water  shortage  were  received 
during  the  year,  and  this  is  probably  due  to  the  increase  in  main 
water  supplies  being  made  available. 

Well  Supplies. 

These  are  neither  satisfactory  nor  adequate  for  present  day  needs, 
and  the  steady  increase  in  the  availability  of  main  supplies  is  most 
satisfactory.  All  well  supplies  should  be  boiled  before  being  used 
for  drinking  purposes. 

15  well  supply  samples  were  examined  by  the  Council's  Analyst, 
and  all  were  considered  unsatisf actory.

Dost  sewage  disposal  in  tho  District  .is  on  the  "conservancy" 
system,  i.c.  householders  dispose  of  their  own  sewage .  The  Council ' s 
sewage  disposal  plants  arc  as  follows 


i. 


Kowont  Town.  The  sewage  v. orks  in  Cloove  Lane,  which  take  most 
of  the  sewage  from  the  town,  are  totally  inadequate,  and 
are  naturally  getting  worse-  every  year,  owing  to  the  increase 
in  house  connections. 

In  1951  the  Council  decided  to  ask  their 
Consulting  Engineer  to  prepare  schemes  for  new  works,  and 
in  his  first  report  he  stated  that  as  purification  works 
the  existing  works  served  no  purpose.  .Various  sites  for 
the  new  works  were  suggested,  and  the  Consulting  Engineer 
prepared  plans  for  a  suit -.'.bio  site. 

It  is  most  unfortunate  that  although  the  Council 
realises  the  need  for  new  works,  the  scheme  has  not  yet 
got  beyond  the  preliminary  paper  stage.  It  is  to  bo  hoped 
that  the  Council  will  make  a  decision  early  in  1957 , 
because  delay  will  most  probably  increase  the  final  cost, 
which  now  is  estimated  to  be  about  £50,000. 


ii.  Dymock  Village.  These  work 3  can  serve  most  of  the  village  and 

arc  satisfactory.  )0  to  40  houses  are  connected  to  it  and 
the  school  was  connected  in  1956. 

iii.  Corse  and  Staunton.  These  new  works  are  satisfactory,  12  Council 
houses  and  a  number  of  private  ones  being  connected  to  it. 

iv.  Eodmarlcy .  Tho  Council's  works  serve  the  l6  Council  houses  and 
two  private  houses. 

A  village  ditch  is  tne  only  method  of  sewage  disposal  for 
a  number  of  houses,  and  is  cleansed  by  tho  Council.  It  is 
not  satisfactory. 

v,  Hsrtpury.  Private  aevrage  works  constructed  to  serve  private 

housing  development  (12  houses)  ^ro  in  the  course  of  being 
taken  over  by  tho  Council.  These  arc  adequate  to  servo 
considerable  further  development. 


Public  Lavatories. 


Those  are  situated  at  Newent  and  Dymock,  and  on  tho  whole  arc 
satisfactory. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  whole  District  is  scavenged,  weekly  in  the  IJewcnt  Town 
Lighting  Area,  and  four-weekly  in  the  rest  of  the  District. 

Tips  now  in  use  are  at  Corse,  Dymock,  Dnlswick  and  Tibberton. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  from  some  premises  on  payment. 

Salvage . 

34  tons  of  paper  salvage  were  collected,  but  there  was  a  progressive 
decrease  in  the  demand  during  tho  year.

POLLUTION  OP  RIVERS,  STREAMS  ETC. 

ThG  River  Severn  Board  is  responsible  for  the  administration  and 
enforcement  of  the  Rivors  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1951  and  vuxder 
this  Act  is  making  now  byelaws  which  came  into  force  in  February,  1957* 

In  May  195&  samples  of  tho  effluent  from  the  Council’s  Cloovc  Lane 
Sewage  Works  were  taken  by  tho  Board,  and  the  comments  of  their  analyst 
were:-  "Very  bad,  no  bettor  than  a  strong  untreated  sow ago”. 

DISINFESTATION  (BED  BUGS  ETC). 

3  Complaints  were  received  and  tho  necessary  disinfestation  carried 
out.  Verminous  infestation  is  now  quite  rare,  and  is  practically 
confined  to  "problem"  families.

At  the  Council  Meeting  held  in  November  197&,  it  was  decided 
to  defer  for  the  timo  being  the  erection  of  Council  housos  at  Taynton 
and  6  houses  at  Prince  Crescent  (Corse),  and  the  tenderers  were  notified 
of  this  decision.

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  double  the  number  of  Council  houses

Generally  speaking,  the  standards  of  the  food  premises  mentioned  in 
Table  10  are  satisfactory. 

Disposal  of  condemned  food  is  a  very  minor  matter,  &.nd  is  dealt  with 
by  burial  on  the  Council  tips.  Suitable  meat  condemned  at  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  is  dvod  and  salvaged  for  manufacture  by  slaughterhouse  owners. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  1995-56 

Briefly,  they  require  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  with 
regard  to  personal,  storage  and  cooling  of  food,  premises  and  apparatus. 

Leaflets  on  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  have  been  sent  to 
canteens,  shops  etc.  concerned  and  have  been  followed  up  by  personal  visits 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
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Milk  Supplies. 


This  District  is  practically  entirely  agricultural  with  nearly  300 
milk  producers.  Host  of  the  milk  produced  i3  consumed  outside  the 
District  and  is  taken  to  the  City  of  Gloucester  for  pasteurising,  or 
processed  at  Hossrs.  Cadbury's  factory  at  Prompt  on- on- Severn. 

The  general  supervision  of  dairy  farm  premises  and  milk  production 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  Council  have  powers  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949,  with  regard  to  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  by 
milk.  No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  registration  and  licences  as  shown 
in  Tables  11  and  12. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  195&, 
Newent  Rural  District  was  declared  a  "Specified  Area",  from  April  10th, 
1956»  *11  milk  sold  retail  in  the  district  has  to  be  either  Tuberculin 

Tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised,  This  is  an  important  Public  Health 
advance.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


Table  21  shows  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
by  Parishes  and  age  groups.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  quite 
a  measles  epidemic  during  tho  year. 

Dipt ho rig. 

This  Council  started  a  diphtheria  immunisation  scheme  for  the 

District  in  1937*  and  in  1940  responsibility  for  the 
scheme  was  taken  over  by  the  County,  when  it  was  officially 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  effect  of  immunisation  in  almost  eradicating  this  dangerous 
disease  is  little  loss  than  miraculous,  but  continued  immunisation 
is  still  necessary.  There  have  been  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the 
District  since  1931 • 

Whooping  Cough. 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  by  a  County  scheme  started  in  1955* 

Polio  (a'ute  poliomyelitis ) 

Early  in  193&  the  Ministry  of  Health  3aid  vaccine  would  shortly 
bo  available,  and  a  scheme  was  immediately  formulated  by  the  County. 

Owing  to  shortage  of  vaccine  in  the  Country,  immunisation  was  only 
offerod  to  children  born  in  the  years  194 7" 34,  and  of  these  only  a  small 
percentage  could  be  done,  as  the  months  July  -  October  were  considered 
a  "close  season"  owing  to  the  usual  prevalence  of  polio  during  them. 

The  vaccine  is  produced  by  utilising  the  kidneys  of  healthy 
monkeys  which  come  mostly  from  India,  and  one  monkey  produces  sufficient 
vaccine  to  immunise  about  300  children.  A  drawback  at  present  to  the 
vaccine,  is  that  it  has  to  be  kept  at  only  just  above  freezing  point 
until  within  a  few  hours  of  use,  and  this  causes  practical  difficulties 
with  regard  to  storage  and  distribution. 

There  were  no  cases  of  polio  notified  during  the  year. 

Small  Pox  and  Typhoid. 

There  were  no  small-pox  or  typhoid  contacts  notified  during  the  year. 
Pood  Poisoning. 

There  were  no  cases  notifiod  during  tho  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  IN  SCHOOLS. 


Table  18  shows  tho  incidence  of  infectious  disease  according  to 
weekly  returns  submitted  during  term  time  by  Head-teachers. 

The  figures  cannot  be  considered  absolutely  accurate  as  many 
cases  are  reported  on  hearsay.  The  table  is  of  interest  a3  it  shows 
tho  incidence  of  chicken  pox  and  mumps  which  are  not  notified  by 
General  Practitioners.

The  improvement  in  the  position  is  due  to 
a  number  of  factors;  for  instance;-  earlier  diagnosis  (mass 
radiography),  new  drugs  and  improved  surgical  treatment,  and  last 
but  certainly  not  least,  better  living  conditions  of  the  population, 

:n  v.hi,h  better  housing  and  less  poverty  play  a  large  part, 

tuberculosis  is  still  a  very  serious  disease  because  of  the 
iiivai'.hi.cy  it  causes,  with  sufferers  being  unable  to  lead  a  normal  life 
i’err  p<^.haps  years.

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The  death  rate  in  Ehgland  and  Wales  from  tuberculosis  was  0.121 
per  1,000  population  in  1956.

A  joint  committee  serves  this  District  together  with  the 
Borough  of  Tewkesbury  and  Gloucester  Rural  District.  Excopt  for  a 
grant  for  stationery  and  postage  from  the  County  Council,  the  committee 
is  dependant  on  voluntary  subscriptions. 

The  Gloucester  Rural  District  Council  has  recommended  to  the  County 
that  a  grant  be  made  to  this  committee  from  their  Sunday  cinema  charity 
receipts .
